Religious blocs likely to 
join Tel Aviv’s coalition

TEL AVIV. It now appears 
likely that the NRP and the Aguda 
bloc will join Shlomo Lahat's Li- 
kud-led municipal coalition here 
within the next day or two. 

This follows the agreement by 
the Likud and ILP mumicipal coali- 
tion partners to set up a joint com- 
mittee with the religious parties 
to seek an accord on cultural acti- 
vities in youth clubs on Friday 
nights.

Muralist Watergate accused reveals: 
Siqueiros ‘Soviet Embassy in

MEXICO CITY (AP), — Mexican 
muralist David Awfaro Siqueiros 
died yesterday morning after losing 
a fight against multiple cancer. He 
was ΤΊ. 

“He has just dled,” whispered his 
wife ‘Betina as she gave the news 


‘by telephone from their home in py 


Cuernavaca, 48 kms, from Mexico 
‘City. 


For Siquairos, last of the three 
great Mexican muratists, painting 
was inseparable from politics. He 
was @ veteran of two civil wars 
and was jailed several times for 
his Communist beltefs. 

The other two muralists were 
Jose Clemente Orozco, who died in 
1949, and Diego Rivera, who tied 
in 1957. 

Siqueiros once abandoned paint- 
ing for several years to organize 
Leftist labour unions. Some of his 
most prolific periods as an antist 
came while he wes jailed for poHti- 
cal activities. 

Bis largest and last mejor work, 
“The March of Humanity,” covers 
the walls of the Polyforum, an octa- 
gonal ‘building in the Hotel de 
Mexico Complex tn Mexico City. 

“The March of ‘Humanity," which 
te considered his most important 
work, depicts man's struggle 
through slavery and social turmoil, 
hts marches “to the democratic 
‘ourgeols revolution” and “the re- 
volution of the future” and “man 
on the surface of the moon.” 

In 1966 Siquelros was awarded 
the National Art Prize from the 
(Mexican Government, and the fol- 
towing year received the ‘Lenin 
Peace Prize from the Soviet Union. 


IMMIGRANTS TRY 
TO SQUAT AT LOD 


LOD AIRPORT.—Police were called 
fm here yesterday to remove seven 
immigrant families from ithe Soviet 
Union who staged a sit-down strike 
after absorption officials told them 
no housing was available for them 
in the centre of the country. 

The families, who had arrived 
earlier in the day by ἘΠ Al from 
Vienna. held out for six hours before 
the police forcibly removed them 
from the airport terminal building. 


spirator Bernard L. Barker said in 
an interview Saturtiay that a White 
House special operative once told 
him the Russian Embassy in Wash- 
ington had been bugged. 

Barker, released from prison on 
appeal bond on Friday, was quoted 
the “Miami Herald” as saying 
White House Consultant E. Howard 
Hunt Jr. told him the bugging turn- 
ed up evidence that Soviet officials 
had access to parts of the secret 
Pentagon Papers. 

Although Nixon administration 
officials have hinted they had in- 
formation from unidentified sources 
about a link between the Pentagon 
Papers and Russian officials, Barker 
is the first figure in the Watergate 
seandal to say the source was eaves- 
dropping within the Embassy. The 
White House had no comment on 
the story. 

DIPLOMATS WATCHED 

Administration officials also have 
hinted Nixon's hesitancy to make 
public Watergate tape recordings 
stemmed in part from alleged men- 
tion in the tapes of electronic sur- 
veillance of foreign diplomats and 
politicians. 

James D. St. Clair, President 
Nixon’s new Watergate counsel, 
said on Saturday he advised the 
President to defy Senate Select 
Committee’s subpoena for more 
tape-recorded conversations and 
other White House documents pos- 
sibly relating to the scandal. 

St. Clair, 53, 8 prominent Boston 
trial lawyer and Harvard law lec- 
turer, was named on Friday by 
Nixon to handle all Watergate mat- 
ters and his possible impeachment 
defence, 


BEVEAL BUGGING 

In the “Miami Herald" interview, 
Barker was quoted as saying: "Ἢ 
can remember Hunt telling me: 
‘The Soviet Embassy has been bug- 
ged and we have tapes with con- 
versation indicating that they have 
some of the secret Pentagon 
Papers’,” 

Bunt, Barker and a group of 
other Miamians were part of the 
White House ‘Plumbers Unit” 
which broke into the offices of 
Dantel Elisberg’s psychiatrist in 


allegedly carried out other special 
Information gai i missions 
under the direction of a Nixon aide. 


SEEN ON RELEASE 

‘The newspaper said it interviewed 
Barker in a doctor's office where 
he received treatment last wfek 
after being released from 2 fede- 
val prison farm. 

Elisberg, ἃ former researcher for 
Rand Corp., leaked the Pentagon 
Papers, a top secret study of the 
Viemmam war, to the “New York 
Times.” There have been previous 
reports — never proved — that the 
study was in the Soviets’ hands be- 
fore it was published by the “Times” 
and other newspapers. 


Ford sees 
Watergate 
compromise 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — Vice- 
President Gerald R. Ford -indi- 
eated yesterday the White House 
might be prepared to accept a 
compromise with the Senate 
Watergate Committee on its 
efforts to obtain documents which 
President Nixon thas refused to 
surrender. 

Ford, κὶ during a tele- 
vision interview, satd he agreed 
with Nixon's decision on Friday 
not to surrender several hundred 
documents amd tapes sought ‘by 
the committee because 'the sub- 
poena was @ ‘“scattergun ap- 
proach” to the investigation. 

Ford then said, "I hope and 
trust that as we go down the 
Toad perhaps ἔπεσε can be some 
compromise. But a500-document 
demand is far too broad, far too 
much of a fishing expedition.” 
The Vice-President said if the 
comuuttee cut down its demands, 
“maybe, and I underline maybe” 
a compromise is “in the realm 
of possibility.”

support for Solzhenitsyn 


MOSCOW (Reuter). — Dissident 
writer Alexander Solzhenitsyn, un- 
der attack for the publication of a 
book in the West, yesterday recei- 
ved his first stated support from 
within the Soviet Union — from 
ἃ group of intellectuals including 
nuclear physicist Andrei Sakharov. 
A statement made available to 
foreign journalists here said the 
rights of a writer to write and 
publish what his conscience dicta- 
ted was “one of the most basic in 
a civilised society" and could not 
be limited to state borders. 
Solzhenitsyn, a Nobel Prize-win- 
ner, has come under fire from the 
officially-controlled media for the 
publication of a history of Soviet 
labour camps, “Gulag Archipelago,” 


in Paris last month. . 

‘The statement, also signed by 
writers Alexander Galich, Vladimir 
Maximov and Vladimir Voinovich 
and by Moscow University Mathe- 
matics Professor Igor Shafarevich, 


said the signatories -were deeply dis- 


turbéd by “the nev ‘threats to Alex- 
ander Solzhenitsyn which are con- 
tained in the recent Tass (the offi- 
cial Soviet News Agency) state- 
ment.” 

Solzhenitsyn, Galich and Maximov 
have all been expelled from the 
official Soviet Writers’ Union. 

Two Tass statements on Solzhe- 
nitsyn Ἰαϑὲ week said he had given 
a “new year present” to the ene- 
mies of the Soviet Union and that 
he hated his country.

World food supplies 
reach danger point 


By MAX WILDE 
GENEVA (Ofns). — 
Te world's food supplies reach- 
ed crisis point during 1973, when 
the combined wheat reserves of the 
exporting countries fell to ἃ level 
equal to only about four weeks of 
world consumption. For the year as 
8. whole the world was depending 
almost entirely on the current har-

The immediate food crisis has been 
averted by the bumper wheat har- 
vests of 1973 in both the United 
States and the Soviet Union, al- 
though the future for rice supplies 
looks less certain. The long-term 
Problem remains, however, and the 
United Nations is to hold a confe- 
rence at the end of the year to 
discuss a World Food Security Policy 
aimed at rebuilding reserves of 
food supplies, especially grains. 

The shortages have also caused 
an alarming increase in prices. Ag- 
ricultural products in general more 
than doubled in price in the past 
year, the price of wheat trebled 
and that of soya beans rose from 
11500 to IL300 a ton in 10 months. 
The shortage and rising cost of oil 
are likely to increase food costs 
even more. 

The Food and Agriculture Organi- 
zaition has proposed the World Hood 
Security Policy to help to solve the 
present problems: and avert future 
food crises by encouraging and, in 
the case of developing countries, 
finemcing the building-up of grain 
stocks. ᾿ 

The FAO's biennial conference 
last November voted $500,000 to- 
wards the cost of this year’s World 
Food Conference which, Lowever, 
will be convened not by FAO itself, 
but by the United Nations. This is 
to enable the Soviet Union — which 
is not ἃ member of FAO — to 
participate. The FAO has called 
upon “ali interested countries to 
give additional assistance to dev- 
eloping countries in strengthening 
their food production capabilities 
and in establishing national food re- 
serves.” Robert S. McNamara, Pre- 
sident of the World Bank, has said 
he ig prepared to recommend that 
the Bank should heip to fimance the 
World Food Security Programme. 

But it would be a mistake to ex- 
pect too much of FAO's efforts, 
or even of the World Food Confe- 
rence. Last November's FAO con- 
‘ference in Rome passed 2 resolu- 
tion stating that “the entire inter- 
national community” has @ common 
responsibility to assure that world 
food supplies are adequate but the 
consensus was that national pro- 
grammes, tied together by a system 
of international consultation, would 
be more readily accepted at present 
than international stockpiling.
